Just Plain Good Fun 


The Blood-Horse keeps a handy _per- 
petual index of items it has published: 
Pari-Mutuel Employees Guild strikes at 
Fair Grounds, Faga-La wins Philadelphia 
Turf H.. Hortentia wins Twyford S., 
and so on through 20 rows of 5-by-8 cards. 
Under Saratoga there are 5 cards, more 
even than for Joseph Widener. or James 
R. Keene, or William Bathgate, or any- 
one. 


Joe Palmer played the merriest tune, 
because Saratoga for him was plain fun, 
more fun than nearly any other place. 
Palmer never was patronizing, as some 
writers have been, and we. of course, still 
share his enthusiasm. 

Saratoga has changed some, however. 
and will change still more. The most fa- 
mous hotels are gone, pushed aside by 
motels with bright neon and_ faithful 
plumbing for those among us who smoke 
and live modern. The gambling rooms are 
shut. a casualty of Senator Kefauver, 
forcing the tourists to confine their play- 
ing to the race track and the casinos to 
take their profits from the dinner menu. 

The ghosts of John A. Morrissey and 
Richard A. Canfield still walk Broad 
Street. but it is a different street today. 
There is a new aristocracy afoot, and you 
can see it at Saratoga as plainly as any 
place else. 

Whether Saratoga can support itself in 
the style to which it is accustomed is 
questionable. With the gambling gone the 
townspeople liave had to pick up the entire 
tab for running the town, and this hasn’t 
been easy. There aren’t any taxable in- 
dustries in the county to help carry the 
burden, and for this reason Saratoga has 
the second-highest tax rate in the State 
of New York. 

We have been staying in a modest. 3- 
bedroom house. A nice place but not elab- 
orate, within distance of the sales area. 
The lot is small enough that you can smell 
the coffee next door, but the taxes on the 
place are $630 a year, including the school 
assessment. 

“One thing which worries us is the young 
people aren’t staying here,” said our land- 
lady, a member of the school board. “They 
are going to Albany or Schenectady, be- 
cause we don’t have anything to offer 
them.” 

And the young people who have stayed 


on simply don’t have the same spirit fo: 
the month of August that their parents 
once had. “Most of them just don’t want 
to rent rooms and houses. You remember 
that Ted Atkinson and his family used to 
rent the house next door. Well, it was sold 
to a young couple, and they didn’t want 
to move out.” 

The fact that the Greater New York As- 
sociation has reaffirmed its faith in Sara- 
toga race track, assuring it of a protected 
meeting, has been a boost to the town’s 
morale. If the track had gone—and for 
some reason there seems to have lurked a 
suspicion that this would happen—there is 
no telling what would have befallen the 
resort. Saratoga leans heavily, almost des- 
perately, on the running and _ trotting 
tracks. And what else is there? You can 
take a bath at home. 


One evening after a chore at the West- 
ern Union office we matched gin and 
vichy water with a portly Saratogian who 
confided that he had just come home 
again. He had been away for about 15 
years—he didn’t say where and it didn’t 
matter—and he and his wife now were 
going to live out a cozy life in the only 
place in the world where this was possible. 
The tourists ran off his back like water, 
and whether they came or went was no 
concern of his. “This is a hell of a good 
place to live. Changed, of course, from 
when I was a boy, but just going along 
with the times like any place else.” 

Saratoga has changed. The fact is evi- 
dent in the tailoring of the young thing on 
the old one’s arm, in the homogeneousness 
of the masses at Dorian’s, in the conde- 
scension of the porter at Newman’s, And 
the night doesn’t smell so much of per- 
fume any more. 

There is one escape into the past: The 
race track, especially in the mornings, 
still is a place of quiet good living and 
easy-going charm. There is no place like 
it, unless it is Keeneland. 


If you can’t cadge a breakfast from 
Max Hirsch, and nearly anyone can if he 
plays his cards right, there is no more 
pleasant way to lose yourself than by 
taking breakfast on the club house terrace. 
It gets the day off right, puts you in the 
right frame of mind for looking at year- 
lings at the Fasig-Tipton Company prop- 
erty, conditions you for an afternoon of 
sport unsurpassed at any race track in the 
country. 

At Saratoga the chain is broken and for 
a while life is suspended. Here at the race 
track is the fringe of another world, and 
what can be said about that? Saratoga 
still is a lot of fun, and, as Palmer once 
wrote, “A man who would change it would 
stir champagne.”

Cuicaco. According to the record, a 
yearling bay colt by Jet Jewel—Belle 
Jeep, by War Jeep, was purchased for 
$3,500 by Mickey Stewart at the 1956 
Saratoga sales. But the sale never came 


off. 


“Why, I wouldn’t let him go at that 
price,” said Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham, 
mistress of Maine Chance Farm, 2 days 
after this same colt, Jewel’s Reward by 
name, won the Washington Park Futurity. 


“I simply refused to sell him for that 
price,” Mrs. Graham continued. “I had 
a reserve bid on him, $10,000 or some 
such figure. I knew he had stakes class. 
Jet Jewel is going to be a great stallion.” 

Jewel’s Reward was the last Maine 
Chance horse saddled by trainer W. L. 
(Duke) McCue, who was replaced the 
next day by Ivan Parke. McCue remained 
on the Maine Chance payroll, however, 
going down to the Lexington farm to sup- 
ervise the breaking of yearlings. 

“Mr. Parke is a wonderful man,” said 
Mrs. Graham. “I sat behind him for 14 
years at the Keeneland sales, and I ad- 
mired the way he bought yearlings. He’s 
wonderful with horses, too. We’ve had a 
little trouble with a 3-year-old filly named 
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Jet’s Jewel. She’s by Jet Pilot out of 
Myrtle Charm. Mr. Parke already has 
settled her down. I’ve always admired 
him as a horseman. I never thought I 
could get him to work for me. But I’ve 
got him now, and I’m going to keep him.” 

A few hours earlier Ivan Parke had 
been encountered in the stable area, get- 
ting acquainted with the 15 Maine Chance 
Farm horses here. He'll pick up 14 to 15 
more in New York shortly. 


“Tt’ll take me a little while to get to 
know all these horses,” Parke said. “A 
couple of months? Oh no, not that long. 
A few weeks. We've got records on all 
the horses, and if there’s something I 
want to know I’m sure the stable foreman 
or a groom can tell me.” 


Parke liked Jewel’s Reward’s race in 
the Futurity. “The way he ran, he looks 
like the type that can go on. I call him a 
right-size horse, not too big and not too 
small.” 


Fred Hooper's Alhambra, the 7-10 
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favorite, had no visible excuse in the Fu- 
turity. Eddie Arcaro had him a close 
third early. Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Judge 
was the pacemaker, followed by Wilton 
Stable’s Elegante. These 2 exchanged 
places after a quarter. Curving for home, 
Arcaro whacked Alhambra twice. There 
was no lightning response. but Alhambra 
came well enough to enjoy a length lead 
in mid-stretch. 


Jewel’s Reward had been fifth early; 
Bill Hartack had him out of the gate first 
and then snugged him. Nearing the fur- 
long-pole Jewel’s Reward was third, 3 
lengths behind Alhambra, and Elegante 
was second. Nearing the sixteenth-pole, 
Alhambra began to tire. Arcaro tore into 
him with the whip, but Jewel’s Reward 
passed Alhambra in the last 40 to 50 
yards to win going away in 1:11 over 
a good track. Strong Ruler, stablemate 
of Judge, was a close third. 

Hartack, incidentally, rode Jewel’s Re- 
ward despite a painful nose injury. The 
nation’s leading jockey was struck by a 
stone or a clod of dirt in the race preced- 
ing the Futurity. His face was a bloody 
mess as he dismounted. At the track hos- 
pital, Bill’s nose was packed to stop the 
flow of blood. He complained of head 
pains. 

Jewel’s Reward was a supplementary 
nominee, the third such to win a major 
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*GreY MONARCH 


prize on the Arlington Park-Washington 
Park program. The records of supple- 
mentary starters in the 6 early-closing 
stakes follow:

Ivan Parke had trained for Fred Hooper 
for many years, until last winter. It had 
been reported that Parke had relinquished 
the training duties to brother Chuck be- 
cause of illness. 

“I’m not sick or was.” Parke revealed. 
“It’s just something I’d rather not talk 
about. And it doesn’t concern Fred Hoop- 
er, either. He’s a wonderful person. We've 
been great friends; in fact, we’ve been al- 
most like brothers, and still are.” 

The Hooper horses are stabled a barn 
away from Maine Chance. Chuck Parke 
had left early, but assistant trainer Cotton 
Tinsley said there was absolutely nothing 
wrong with Alhambra. “He’s as frisky as 
can be. We certainly don’t think he ran 
his race Saturday. He broke a little 
slow, and Arcaro didn’t get a chance to 
give him a breather. I mean, he didn’t 
have much hold of him on the backside; 
he had to let him go pretty good to stay 
in contention.” 

Tinsley said present plans call for Al- 
hambra to run in the Cowdin at Belmont 
on September 16, then the Belmont Futur- 
ity. Olymar, he said, has been shipped 
to the farm near Montgomery, Ala. 
“Nothing wrong with him. They're just 
going to give him a rest.”

NEW YORK 
Saratoga's 2-Year-Olds 


Saratoca. The biggest, cockiest, and 
brashest 2-year-old to show up at Saratoga 
this season is Claiborne Farm’s Nadir, a 
*Nasrullah colt which stands a half-inch 
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over 16 hands and has a body to match 
his reach. He is not yet a stakes winner, 
but he is undefeated in 2 starts and is 
worth looking into. 

There were stories out that A. B. Han- 
cock Jr. had turned down $200,000 for 
this young man, but Hancock told me last 
week that no concrete offers ever had 
been made. The dam, incidentally, is 
Gallita, a 12-year-old *Challenger II mare 
and _ half-sister to Gallorette. Gallita 
couldn’t run much; in 11 starts for the 
late W. L. Brann she won twice in rather 
poor allowance company and earned a sum 
of $5.550. Before Nadir she had 4 foals 
which couldn’t run much either. Nadir 
was her first for Hancock, who got her 
from the Brann dispersal in 1953 for 
$15,500. 

Nadir won his first race, on August 5 
at Saratoga, by 6 lengths. and trainer 
Moody Jolley put him in again on August 
13. Jolley knew he had a free-thinker on 
his hands, so he thoughtfully saddled him 
under the shed, avoiding the distractions 
of the open paddock. The colt got on his 
hind legs once or twice, and this, of course. 
made Pete Anderson a little wary—so 
wary. in fact, that he forgot to knot the 
reins. When the horses reached the track 
and Nadir found himself on center stage, 
he went into the air again, and Anderson 
was sent sprawling. The colt didn’t try 
to run away, however; having given Pete 
his lesson for the day, he simply gawked 
at the crowds while the rider brushed 
himself off and remounted. He ran green- 
ly, drifting in and out in the stretch and 
not getting down to cases until the last 
sixteenth, where he managed to get his 
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neck in front of Grand Mogul. 

It was the consensus that Nadir might 
be the best colt at Saratoga—after he gets 
better acquainted with what is expected 
of him. Because the colt was so con- 
founded curious about everything around 
him, Jolly used blinkers for the first 2 
races, but he is of the opinion that he now 
can leave them off. Nadir will get one 
more race before the Belmont Futurity. 


*Grey Monarch made the Saratoga sea- 
son a profitable one for trainer Horatio 
Luro. The gray colt which Canada’s E. P. 
Taylor bought as a weanling at Newmar- 
ket for the equivalent of about $3,100, 
went into the Saratoga Special undefeated 
(but once disqualified) in 2 previous 
starts, and, although he was overlooked 
by the players, it is significant that the 
word was out on him along the backstretch, 
chiefly on the strength of his morning 
workouts. He ran in front all the way. The 
favored Jester had plenty of opportunity 
to catch him, but he wasn’t up to it; 
neither was Greentree’s stocky Turpitude. 

*Grey Monarch came a cropper in the 
Washington Park Futurity, but he prob- 
ably is better than he showed in Chicago. 
Luro has the colt in the Hopeful Stakes, 
but beyond that he can’t say. “He’s fast, 
but I don’t know how far he’ll go,” Luro 
said. “The Grey Sovereigns have precocity, 
they tell me.” 

As for Jester’s performance in the 
Special, neither trainer Burt Mulholland 
nor owner George D. Widener could figure 
the colt’s performance. “The track wasn’t 
any excuse,” Widener said. “It was cuppy, 
but he worked over it well in the morning; 
as a matter of fact, he went better in the 
morning than he did in the afternoon.” 

Jester had kicked up a fuss in the gate, 
something he never had done before, and 
had cut himself in a few spots. “Superfi- 
cial cuts.” Mulholland called them. 

Jester and *Grey Monarch are about 
the same height—approximately 1514 
hands—but the Canadian colt is heavier. 
Jester is rather lightly constructed, and 
Mulholland doesn’t think he is the type 
which ever will fill out much. This, too, 
may have been a handicap over Saratoga’s 
slow strip.

KENTUCKY 
Reid Sues 


Harry Reid Jr.. who did promotion 
work for the new Latonia race track in 
northern Kentucky, last week filed suit 
in Fayette County (Ky.) Circuit Court. 
charging that the Kentucky Jockey Club, 
Inc., which is building the track, had vio- 
lated its contract with him. 

Reid claimed that the Kentucky Jockey 
Club’s board of directors last year voted 
to pay him a salary of $10,000 a year and 
to give him 30,000 shares of stock in the 
organization. He claims that he has re- 
ceived only $3,500 in salary and has not 
received the stock. 

Among the services which Reid said he 
performed for the Kentucky Jockey Club 
were obtaining options on property, re- 
taining and directing architects, obtaining 
capital, and maintainng “proper and 
necessary relations” with the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission.

Loss and Retribution 


Paris. The 2-year-olds held most interest 
at Deauville the week of August 18. The 
Prix de la Vallee d’Auge was the eighth 
consecutive success for the phenomenal 
filly Texana, and Neptune II lived up to 
his Prix Robert Papin victory with a suc- 
cess in the Prix Morny. 


In the Vallee d’Auge Francois Dupre’s 
Texana (by Relic—Tosca, by Tourbillon) 
beat Mrs. P. A. B. Widener’s Polamia (by 
*Mahmoud—Ampola, by Pavot). Texana 
had won 7 consecutive races, her last the 
Prix des Reves d’Or at Vichy, and Pol- 
amia had been unbeaten in 2 starts, in- 
cluding the Prix du Bois at Longchamp. 
Texana showed speed as soon as the tape 
went up. Polamia and the others tried to 
follow her, but she had them beaten in 300 
yards. Aquilone (Winterhalter—Fille du 
Vent II, by Banstar) finished 6 lengths 
behind in second, a length in front of 
Polamia. 

Polimia’s defeat largely was offset for 
Mrs. Widener by the victory of Neptune 
II, which won the second leg of the French 
2-year-old “triple crown.” The son of 
Crafty Admiral—Timely Tune, by Eight 
Thirty, took the lead at the start. He put 
away Edellic (by Relic—Edelfrau, by 
Admiral Drake) after a good struggle, but 
Bel Amant (Tourment—Fast Beauty, by 
Fastnet) made a storming finish which 
failed by a neck of getting the victory. 
Edellic was third, and Shut Up (Shut 
Out—Tien Lan, by Blue Larkspur) was 
fourth. JEAN ROMANET 
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How Much Discretion? 


The Jockey Club’s annual round taple at Saratoga was a distinct pleasure, 
but it is possible to take exception to one of the resolutions. 


An issue was raised, as it was bound to be, concerning the wisdom and 
justice of disqualifying an entire entry in a case where one part of the entry 
had committed a foul. The party who asked the question quite obviously had in 
mind Alhambra’s disqualification in the Arlington Futurity. Here was an instance 
in which the winner was not in any way helped by his stablemate’s infraction; 
he would have won if his buddy had stayed in the barn. Still, the stewards were 
bound by the rules to take Alhambra’s number down. 


On the face of it, this seems a cruel blow. and I have great sympathy for 
Eddie Arcaro, Fred Hooper, and especially for Alhambra. But I think the rule 
which caught them essentially is a good one, and I would hate to see it relaxed. 


It was suggested at the round table that the stewards be allowed to use 
their discretion in deciding whether an infractien actually was of any benefit to 
the entry. If not, the only penalty would be against the horse which fouled. 


Not only would we be asking the men in the stand to decide if a foul had 
been committed—and sometimes this in itself is difficult enough to determine— 
but we would be asking them to rule on whether the foul in any way affected 
the outcome. 


I do not wish to impugn the intelligence and integrity of any of the stewards 
(or for that matter the sportsmanship of owners, trainers, and jockeys), but I 
believe it is asking too much of the stewards to make these judgments. I think 
that in borderline cases (and these will outnumber the obvious situations) it 
would be imposstble to make a decision which could be defended. Marshall 
Cassidy, who moderated the forum, seemed to feel the same way, but scarcely 
anyone else did. A. B. Hancock Jr., John Gaver, E. A. Christmas, Walter Donovan, 
J. Samuel Perlman, Eddie Arcaro, John W. Hanes, Leslie Combs II, and Clark- 
son Beard each had a word to say in support of putting the burden en stewards. 
“Discretion is inherent in stewardship,” was the way Donovan had it. 

Besides Cassidy, the only ones who spoke for the sterner disqualification 
were Bob Green and Calvin Rainey. There probably were a few others, like 
myself, who chose to keep their peace and stew about it for a while. 

The observation was made, I think by Cassidy, that the privilege to run an 
entry in the first place, perhaps gaining that little edge, ought to carry with it 
an extra measure of responsibility. This seems fair enough to me. 

And, then, there is the public. To be sure, the players who had Alhambra 
felt cheated. But imagine the dozens of borderline cases which might arise, 
cases in which the stewards would be forced to act arbitrarily, pitting their 
judgment against the superior knowledge of the guy with a $2 ticket, who knew 
beyond any reasonable doubt that his horse was just getting ready to move when 
that other one came over on him. Or was he not getting ready to move? And 
suppose the foul had been committed on the backstretch. 

The analogy may not be appropriate, but it was pointed out by one of the 
participants that racing is not the only sport which punishes a “team” for an 
infraction of one its members. A halfback bursts through the line and runs 75 
yards for a touchdown, but the play is called back because the referee had 
spotted clipping on the part of a teammate. The referee isn’t asked to determine 
if the violation contributed to the touchdown. 

The Alhambra affair was unfortunate, but we ought not rush in with a new 
rule whenever a circumstance temporarily puts the old one in a bad light. 

We'd be interested in hearing from the Society of North American Racing 
Officials on this matter. After all, the officials should know better than anyone 
else how justice is best served. They ought to know how far they can ride the tiger. 

I have no quarrel at all with The Jockey Club round table, and I hope 
that’s obvious. The fact that many of the sport’s outstanding men are given an 
opportunity to discuss racing objectively, give and take ideas and criticisms, 
is a happy situation. Observations are exchanged frankly, and the whole thing 
is conducted in good spirit. 

We hope that after the proceedings have been transcribed we will be able to 
print excerpts. It has been our habit to do so, and we will again if time 
and space permit.

CTBA Sale Down 8.7% 


The California Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association on Monday and Tuesday 
nights, August 26-27, sold 120 yearlings 
for a total of $677,100. average $5.643. The 
average was 8.7 per cent below that of 
last year, when 15 fewer horses were sold. 

The small fluctuation in the average 
can be accounted for in part by the fact 
that the CTBA this year sold 10 more 
fillies than colts, whereas last year the 
split was nearly even, 53 fillies and 52 
colts. At this year’s sale 65 fillies sold 
for $341,300, average $5,251, and 55 colts 
sold for $335,800, average $6,105. 

Top price of the sale was $28,000, which 
Reggie Cornell, agent, paid Laguna Seca 
Ranch and Old Westport Place for a colt 
by Roman—*Figina, by Nearco.

Imported in utero, Glenelg was foaled at R. W. Cameron’s 
Clifton Stud on Staten Island in 1866. His sire Citadel was 
more conspicuous in the show ring than on the race course, 
but he was by the great Stockwell. Glenelg’s dam was the 
Kingston mare *Babta.

Glenelg raced successfully at four, winning

Bowie Stakes at 4-mile heats, and finished 


the great gelding Monitor which won seven 
races at three, and was one of the “giants” 
at four, winning the Bowie, at 4-mile heats. 
At five he won the Baltimore and Mon- 
mouth Cups and trained on for years. He 
was George Lorillard’s most useful racer. 
Glenelg’s son Dry Monopole is chiefly re- 
membered as winner of the first Brooklyn 
Handicap of 1887 in which he beat Hidalgo 
by a head by sheer gameness. Glenelg is 
particularly known as a sire of many out- 
standing race mares — the best being Fer- 
ida, Firenzi, and Louisette. Ferida was not

the season as “the best racer in training.” 
At five Glenelg started but once, and was barely beaten in 
the Westchester Cup, and pulled up lame.

At Sanford’s Preakness Stud, Glenelg had many of the best 
daughters of Lexington and Australian, and as a sire he was 
an immediate success. The first of his get started in 1876, 
and from that year to 1888 he had 428 starters which won 
997 races of the value of $843,223. Glenelg was the leading 
American sire for four years — three seasons were consecu- 
tive. In 1884 he was the leader with 32 performers which 
won 108 races and earned $96,862. In 1886 he led again 
with 34 performers which won 136 races and earned $113,628. 
Also in 1887 he was the leader with 33 performers which won

brilliant at two, but at three she won eight 
out of 14 starts, and swept all the races for fillies in 1879. 
At four she won six races including the Great Long Island 
Stakes, at 4-mile heats.

Retired to stud, Black Helen failed to 
produce a horse of her class, although 3 
of her daughters were dams of stakes 
winners. One daughter, Be Like Mom, 
produced But Why Not, Renew, and 
Oedipus. 

Black Helen remained with Bradley 
until his death, when she became the prop- 
erty of Ogden Phipps.
